There is a great difference between the man- 
ner of yeelding our Aﬀent uote «tural and ſs. 
pernaturall yerities. The prezceplesof the one are 
engraffed, and ſatable to the native Seedes, and 


principles of the other are Revealed, and withour 
ſuch Revelation could never have beene fifted 
out by our Implanted light, or by any humane 
diſquifition beene diſcovered. For the Goſpel be- 
ing a ſupernatarall Science, the principles thereof 
muſt needs tranſcend the reach of Naturalt farul: 
tres, till raiſed and enabled by Drivuine Grace, And 
then indeed Kezſor is an excellent /a//rument to 
uſe choſe principles of faith unto our furtherpro.

Secondly, the body of anyone Homogeneall 


that all the parts of it doe by a mutuall ſervice 
relate to, and communicate ſtrength and luſtre 
eachto other : ſo that he who goes through with 
any Science , doth from every new Branch and 
Conclufion which he meets with,receive a grea- 
ter clearnefle and more firong impreſſion of his 
former degrees of Knowledge. Now then, that 
man who out of impatiency of that Reſtraine, 
cannot endvre to goe through an Art, to ſearch 
into the Roor, to obſerve the knittings and de- 
pendencies of the parts amonyſt chemſelves, to 
ſee by what paflages Truth is derived from the 
{ Principles, tothis or to other Branches; muſt 
needs be fo much the more forgetft]l of what 
he knowes, by bow much he is ignorant of thoſe 
other parts whereunto jt referrerh. 

Other cauſes there are of weakneſſe in the 
Memorie ; as namely,a diftruſt,and from thence 
an unexerciſe of-it, VV hereupon Plato telleth us, 
that the uſe of Letters, in gatherivg 4duerſa-7a 
land ColleRions , is a hinderance to the Memo- 
ry; becauſe thoſe things which wee have depo.

from ſame ſtrength, and is akinde of Victory. 
For ſo far ſorth as one is able to hurr another, he 
is above him. Andthis effc& holds principally 
cruc in moral and praRick conrſes ; wherein [ 
think it isa general Rule, He in ſome meaſure 
loves an evil, who is overcome by it-for conqueſt 
inthis nature is0n the will, which never chuſeth 
an obje@rill it love it. There onely we can have | 

conqueſt of fin, where will be a perfeR 

hatred ofit. Here, inthe beſt, there is buranin- 
compleat reſtauration of Gods Image:the bod 
of vature and the body of fin are born, an&aw 
die together. 


Fourtbly, it hath a gue eff<& in regard of the 


evil bated in Reaſonable creatures, namely, the 
refſormat:on of the perſon in whom the evilwas, 
For as countenance & enconragement is the fo- 
ſterer;fo hatred & contempt ſerveth ſometimes 
as Phyfick ropurge ont an evil. And the reaſon 
is,becauſe a great part of that nefle, which 
is apprchended tobe in fin, by thoſe that pur- 
ſue ir, is other mens approbation. Opinion puts 
value upon manyuncurrent Coins, which paſſe 
rather becauſe they are received, then becauſe 
they are warrantable. And therefore if a man na- 
turally defirous of Credit, ſee his courſes gene- 
tallydifliked, he can hardly fo uanature bimſelf, 
as {till rofeed on thoſe vanities which he ſeeth 
do provoke others unto lothing z though I con | 
clic, 
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ſeſſe, ic is not a perſwaſiaa of mens,but of Gods 
batred of fin, which doth work a genuineand 
chorow Reformation.

riginal Authority which forbad all. There are 
no terms of conſiſtence between Love and Ha- 
tred divided upon the ſame uniform OvjeR. It 
is not the material and blinde performance of 
ſome good work, or a ſervile and conſtrained 0- 
bedience to the more bright and conviRting 
parts of rhe Law, that can any more argue either 
our true love to the pre cept, or our hatredto the 
Sinne, then a voluntary patience under-theHand 
ofa Chirurgion can prove, eitherthat wedelight | 
in our own payn, Or abhor our own fleſh. It | 
isnor Gods Witneſle-within us, but his Word 

without us ; not the tyranny of conſcience,but 


the goodnefle of the Law,chat doth kindly and | 


genuinely 
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gemiinely reſtrain che violence,and top rhe e- 
ruptions of our defiled nature, Or though per- 
haps Fear may prevent the exerciſe and ſprout- 
ivgs, nothing but Love can pluck up the rootof| 
fin.

The ſecond Dignity is that Change and Al- 
teration of our Body from a Natural to a Spirti- 
tual! Body, whereby is not meant any Tranſub-

Corruptibility,Infirmity,lgnominy, Animality) 
to be truly inveſted with the very immediate 
properties of the Deity, True indeed it is, that

fem, Theſe ſhall not be any Warre in the mem- 
bers, any fighting and mutuall languiſhing of the 
Elements ; but they fhall be ſuſtained 1n their 
full trength by vertue of Chrilts Communion , 
of the Inhabitation of the ſpirit, of the Domj- 
nion of the Glorified Soule. There ſhall be no 
need of reſt, or fleepe, or mear, all which are 
here requiſite for the ſupply of our Infirmities 
and dayly defeQs, and are onely the Comforts of 
Pilgrimage, notthe Bleſſednefle of Poſſeſſion, 
For aithough Chriſt after his Reſurre&ion did 
eat before his Diſciples, yet this was none other- ' 
wiſe done, then that other, the Retaining of his 
wonnds, which was onely for our ſakes 3 that our 


Faith touching the Truth of his Body,might nor 
be without theſe viſible and inferour Witnefles , 
by which he was pleaſed to make his very Glo- 
rified fleſh a proportioned Obje@ to our fraile | 
ſenſe and faith , that ſo wee might thence learne 
confidently to rely for our ſelves as well on the

Thirdly, the Body ſhall be a ſfr9ng and brwi. 
full Body, throughly able to miniſter unto the 
Soul any ſervice, wherein it ſhall imploy ir, and 
ſhall be no longer, as it is now, the clogoe, and 
l0Sgage thereof. It ſhall likewiſe be free from 
all blemiſh and deformity ( which ever arifeth 
out of the diſtemper anddiſcord of the Elements) 
(as it is by good probability conjeured)reduced 
unto a full, coinely and convenient ſtature, even 
inthoſe, who were in their Death comtemprtible, 
Infants, lame, diſmembered, or any other way 
diſhonoured with the miſeries-of corruptien ; 
Nature, noninjyrie reddimur, we (hall be reflored 
to our: Nature, but not to our ſhame ; the Duft 
ſhall till retaine and bury our diſhonour; and 
it ſhall beore part of our Glory tobe madefit

The laſt quality of eur Bodies which I ſhall 
obſerve, is a perfe& ſubtilty and agility, beſt befit- 


ting their ſervice for the Soule in all ſpeedy m6 
tion 3 which ſurely ſhall be there ſo much the 
more requiſite, then here on earth, by how much 
Heaven is a more ample and ſpacious Countrey, 
And thus while the Body is made an attendant

As the Fire is an Inſtrument 
tothe Smith,the Founder,the Chymiſt,to every 
Artificer. The winde and water ordered to 
grinde Corne, to carry up and downe Veſlels : 
Stones and Timber to make goodly Frames of 
building. There is not the meaneſt of Creatures 
 whereot the Reaſon of man hath nor found out 
ſome needfull uſe tending either unto life , or 
health, or pleaſure, or eaſe, or facility ofopera- 
tion, or ſome one or other end for the ſervice 


of man. | 
In the feare that even now God hath placed in 


many great and ſtrong Creatures towards Man, | 


ſothat one Childe is able to drive a whole Herd 
of them before him, In the skill which Man 
hath to rawe and ſubdue fierce Creatures, which 
otherwiſe might annoy him ; and to make uſe 
even of Vipers, and poyſonous Creatures unto 
wholeſome ends. It-the power which he hath to 
#/ira docile Creatures, as the Elephant, the 
Dogge,the Horſe, the Bird,toebey the DiRates, 
and to imitate the expreſſions of humane reaſon.

And I ſhall ever acknowledge the worthy com- 
mendation which hath been given Ari#otle by a 
learned man,that he hath almoRt diſcovered more 
of Natures Myſteries inthe whole Boly of Phi 
lofophy,then the wholsSeries of Ages ſince hath 
in any particular member thereof : And therefore 
he, and all the reſt of thoſe worthy Founders of

tions of Senſitive Defires, which aime onely at 
the Fruition of pleaſure prefene, Firſt, rhe Un. | 
derftanding propoſeth tothe Will Felicity, as an 
Abſolute andeternall Good, which cannot but be 
deſired, Next, it propoſeth weavs for the attaining | 
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ofit; namely, the praiſe of theſe Precepts, | 
which are revealed unto us as neceſlary for pur- | 
cbating the End deſired, The VW:4 being, beſides | 
its own Corruption, tranſported by the Senſitive | 
Appetite, findes great Irkſomnefle in thoſe mears, ; 
A reftraint of all thoſe preſent joyes, delights, ſa- | 
tisfaQtions,which it inſtantly purſues : 1t percei- | 
veth thzt great trouble is to bee expeed, many | 
prejudices and difficulties to begrapled with , a | 
ſevere hand tobe held over Paflionsza narrow Re- | 
{traint tobe obſerved towards Mutinous and Re- 
bellious Eruptions of the 'Minde, fewer inable- 
ments for advancing our Fortunes, and infinite 
other the like bars of preſent contentment; which 
withdraw the VVill, 8 make 1t renounce courſes 
ſo ſevere and diſagreeable to the liberty it defires. 
Hereupon comes the ſecond AR of Under- 
ſtanding, Efficacy and m_ of Conſideration , 
whereby it compares the Circumſtances of that 
Difficulty of Good co the Will in regard of the. 
ſmall time they ſhall continue; with the conſe- 
quentand unſpeakable Good, that will inthe end 
enſue there-from, and alſo with the unſufferable 
torments that follow the vilenefle of preſent plea- 
ſures. Whencethe Will is made more inclinable 
(by the affiftance of greater power then its owne ) 
to goalong rather through Thorns with Vertue, 
then with adulterate and painted pleaſures to 
daunce towards ruine. 

Now of theſe two, the defeC of the former 
{works properly a Blinded Underſtanding; but the 

| Defe& of the Latter, namely, an Inſufficiency 
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| Hopelefle, and therefore Defireleſſe 5 and ther- 
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and Inefficacy of pondering the Circumſtances, 
and preſſing the endleſſe Conſequence of Good 
or Evil, workes properly a Depraved Underſtan- 
ding, in regard of PraQicall or Applicative Di- 
retion. As a man walking in ſome deep Con- 
templation by a Ditch 3 though his Eyes be open 
to ſee a preſent danger before him, yet may haply 
fall into it, not out of Blizdneſſe, but out of Incey- 
fiderateneſſe, as not _ his conceit thereon, 
but being wholly poſleſled with other thoughts, 
In like manner, the Underſtanding being taken 
up by the Impoſtureofthe AﬀeRions, with the 
conceit of preſent Good, or preſent 1/l in any Obje, 
and thereby being diverted from a ſerious Inqui- 
ry afrer the true ReQitude and Obliquity there- 
of, ſuffers rhe VVill fearfully to plunge it ſelfe in 
danger and miſery. 

Another Condition, under which an 2x4 or 
eHeanes are to be propoſed by the Wil,is Sub r4- 
ttoue Poſtibilu, as a good Poſſible, For if once the 
Underftanding diſcover Impoflibility in any 
Obje&, the Will cannot faſten any defire upon 
it : Since all Appetite is @nly terminated by tha 
which can repleniſh and ſatiatethe power, Now 
all SatisfaRion is by Fruition, all Fruition ne- 
ceſlarily preſuppoſeth a poſſibility of acquiring : 
So that where this is taken away, the VVill is left

Both proceeds from the 
confuſed mixture of Originall Blindneſſe, with 
the reliques of naturall Knowledge. This latter 
gives us a ſight inthe Theſis and Generall, that a 
God there ist0 be deſired: but touching the Hy- 
pothefis, who that Ged is, with the circumſtzn- 
ces and manner of his VVorſhip, Nature leaveth 
the Soule by occaſion of the latter in a maze 
of Darknefle and unavoydable Doubting and 
Uncertainty. So that Nature gives light enough 
to diſcover the Neceſſity of a Duty ; but not to 
Cleere the Meanes of Execution. Light enough to

So wee may conclude of the Will, it ſhall in 
the ſtate of Glory, for then only fhall our urmoſt 
Good be choſen without any ſhadow -of diſcon- 
veniencc)have perfeR Liberry:Notwithſtanding 
it ſhall never be able to Wil an Abſence from 
the Viſion of God 3 fince the Liberty of ſuch a 
Deſire would be no Liberty, but Imperfe&ion 
and unnaturalnefle. Now of all other PerfeQions, 
this hath, in reſpe@ of the utmoſt End,hin quite 
depraved, being now in Corruption; without the 
Affiftance of Spirituall or new Infuſed Grace, 
throughly difinabled from ſeeking means,which 
may truly lead tothe fruition of God,and utterly 
captivated and inthralled to the Tyranny of Sin, 
So that this Liberty is left inviolated, only in 
Naturall, Morall, and is Civill Aions 5 Con- 
cerning which,there is a Law in Nature,even the 
rcliques and indeleble Foot-prinrs of mans firk 
Innocency,which moderates the Ele&ions of the 
Will for its owne and others Temporall Good. 
The Dominion and Supreme Command of the 
Will is only over thofe Powers, to the produQi- 
on of whoſe Operations, it doth by its immediate | 
Authority concurre as an Abſolare Efficient,or at | 
leaft;as a Moving Agent.It teacheth not therefore | ' 
fo farre as to the command of the Yegetative 
Power : For we cannot command our Stomacks 
to digeſt, or our Bodies to grow, becauſe the

vegetative faculties, w® were inſtituted not for 
"the proper ſervice of Reaſon, but of Nature; nei.

e& : As it can hinder Seeing not immediately, 
bur by the Locomotive Power,by cloſing the Eyes. 
And the faine is true of the Inward Senſes ; for 
the Memory and Imagination often faſten upon 
Obj. &s, which the Deſireof the Will is,ſhould 
not be any way repreſented untothoſe Powers : 


Objeas belonging thereunto, creep upon the 
Fancy, irregular motions oftentimes violently 
reſiſt the Will, and the Law of che Members 
carrieth men captive from the Law of the Mind, 
Laſtly, the Will hath no Dominion Abſolute 


Y nder#anding, which depends on neceflary and 
demonftrative Principles:It can require it not to 
diſcourſe about ſuch Obje&s, and divert it ; but 


the evidence of Truth demonſirated. Briefly 
then, the Dominion of the Wil! is partly Man- 
datory, and partly Perſwaſtve, The one is Abſo 


Facultieszthe other more Conditionall,andupon

It is true indeed 
that nothing is done which God in all reſpe&s 
doth will ſhall not be done with the fecret VVill 
of his good pleaſure ( for who can withſtand his 
VVill) and that his purpoſes are advanced by all 
the operations of the Creature : but yet he doth 
not-ſo worke his V Vill out of mens, as thereby to 
conſtraine and take away theirs (for indeed the 
.conftraint of a liberall and Free Faculty, is (as it 
were) the extinRion thereof) This were an Argu- 
ment of VVeakneſſe, as if heewere nor able to 
brivg his owne Ends about, but by chaining and 
fettering his oppugners fromexercifing the Free- 
dome which he firſt gave them ; nor doe his owne 
VVill, but by taking away his owne Gifts. But

the Rsle of them unto which they are to con- 
forme. Secondly , from the Principles of them , 
from whence they are to proceed, towit, Krow. 
ledge and Fairh to ſce,Yifto purpeſe,Loveto do, 
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{what Vertue leads us unto. Thirdly , from the

ſubje&ion, to obey irength, to finiſh and fulfill 


manner and meaſure of their perfetion. And 
laftly, from the ends unto which they ſhould be} 
dire&ed. By which conſideration, we ſhould be 
ledtotake a view of the right end, and alt: mate 
felicity, unto which all theſe ations ſhould leade| 
and carrie vs ; not as the cauſes of ir , but as the 
way, and Antecedents unto it. 7
